ſeeing no means to p2event the danger like tobefal bis Friend. 
On the other fide Don Bellianis viewing the c:uel Fight, and 
though he ſaw Arſileo moze couragioufiy double his blows, yet 
greatly feared the event thereof, ſeeing with what nimbleneſs- 
he other fought. And conſidering how he might p2event his 
fear, ſtept to the Pzinceſs Aurora, and craved of her leave to 
pꝛove himſelf with the Bnight in the azure armo2, that he might | 
thereby aid the Pꝛince Arſileo, if be ſhould be put to anp dilabvan⸗ 
tage. The P2inceſs though unwilling condeſcended, leeing the 
- * neceſſity of the caſe required. Whereupon he went tothe Knight 
in blew, and laid : Although, valiant Sir.iemay//eem diſcourteGe, 
Having no occaſton to pzovoke us to fight, vet the netelſlity of our 
Companions moves us unto it, and urgeth me now to crave the 
| bzeaking ofia lance with vou, whiles the combat dureth, if pont 
pleaſe. t oth pleaſe merephed thek night uf the Caſtle, wich this 
Pzbmiſe; that either of us may bely his fellow in his ned. The 
P zünte that nothing elle wiſhed; was exrteedingly content chere⸗ 
with. And lo both took that part of the fieldthat hey chougbt meec 
„ - fo2theirencounterg;ran one againſt the other, their lances couched. 
| in their reſis, and met: ſo furiouſly, that the ſdiversoł their Spears 
emup iutathe Air nut oft fight, yet moved one another ns mae 
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could not foz'a while feel himſelf:and with the ſtrength thereof the 
(wo2d fell out of his hands hanging at his arm by a little chane, 
the Knight on the cfoſing wounded him on the arm with a thzuſt 
which reſiſted by the Armoz, ran between the harneſs aud his el 
bow, making him no little wound, and Don Bcllianis ſeeing him 
fo nigh took him between; his arms, and ſpurring his hozſe, hoy- 
fed him very lightly from the ſaddle:the Knight likewiſe getting 
hold of him, ſo long ſtrugled together, that both came to the ground, 
almoſt one foot hanging in the ſtirrop, and bzavely holding coge- 
ther, ſtrived to overthzow each other, not daring to looſe their 
hold ſo greatly they feared the overmatched ſtrength of one ano⸗ 
ther: while they were thus in this ſtrike, from out the thickeſt 
of the wed, they elpyed the number of thirty Knights, and four 
Giants, who ſeeing the Knight in the Azure Armour in fuch 
danger, all ſpurred again Don Bellianis, not regarded the outs 
tries of the impziloned Knight, that ſaid they ſhould not hurt 
him. But he had been llain ik they had not feared to arm the 
Knight in the Azure Armour: who loſing the other, and ſ#ing 
bis hozſe nigh him (though he were greatly wounded) mounted 
thereon, without ſetting his foot in his ſtirrep, with ſuch agility 
that he made them all marvel,and as one that had done nothing all 
that dap, with a valtant courage, he ruſhed in among thole Knights, 
and at three blows he ſlew three. The Prince Arlileo at this time 
having withdzawn' himſelf to bzeath,ſ&ing his companion in ſuch 
danger, not looking to His adverſary.leapt on his hoſe : ſo did the 
two oldKnights that with the P2inceſs came, but all of them 
might little pzevail againſt the furious multitudes, with the 
Knights ofthe Caſtle alſs, that pzepared themſelves to aid them. 
Pere declareth Friſton, that the two firſt Knights of the Caſtle 
were, the Emperoꝛ Don Bellaneo, that had Knighted Don Brianel, 
which was he that fought with Arſileo, having: armed himſelf 
with Don Gallanco's armoz, and letting him on hvzſeback-(as vou 
habe heard) meaning to convep him to Conſtantinople, the 
better to paſs unknown though his Rnigbes, that where they 
_ alſaitedthe Pꝛinces, imagining the Empergz to be Don Galla - 
neo, and therefoze ſo furiouſly allalted them as is expꝛeſled. 
But the Emperoz fearing that Don Gallaneo ( having that op⸗ 
oztunity to effect his determination would diſcover himſelf to 
is Bnights, called to him one of choſe. men that came from the 
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Caſtle, und commanded him with all ſped poſſible to haſt him to 
Conſtantinople, and tell the King of Hungaray in wbat neceſſity 
he left him telling him his name, which till that time he had not 
diſcovered to.any of the Caſtle. And putting of his gantlet gave 
him his Nopal ſeal of Arms, which the King very well knew, 
commanding him he ſhould with all ſpeed return. The man 
greatly amazed, took the Stgnet, and haſted him to Conſtantino- 
ple, ſaping nothing by the way, and in ſho2t time arrived in the 
City, which was ſome five leagues diſtant from the Caſtle, and 
demanded 1 the King of Hungarie's Palace.” It was told him 
that he was in the Emperozs Court, whither he ſtraightways 
went, and finding him, kneled befoze him halk ſpeechleſs and 
dilmap'd, told him in what neceſſity he had ekt the Emperoz, 
whereat the King greatly amazed tok the King, and laping no⸗ 
thing to the Empꝛels, commanded the Guard which continually 
was in the Palace, being above two thouſand Ruights, 10 b. 
gin to march towards the Caſtle, commanding-all the whole Ci⸗ 
ty to arm it felf, and followhim, ' which fearing-ſome ſudven 
Zreaſon co be at hand, raiſed ſo great tumult ok Armoz thzough- 
the lame, that the Inhabitants aroſe in an upꝛoar, as i with E⸗ 
nemies it had been befieged. And lo, though the common people 
knew the pꝛelent neceflitcy required ſpeedy halte, were ſomewhat 
long ere they ſet fozth. And in their way we leave them, till we 
ale ſhewen what in the mean feaſon'befc> the Emperoz and the

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that he could ſcarce ſtand. And though the ſpacious wozld con 
| tained not his like foz admirable ſtrength, pet with leeing his 
Father in that caſe, and himſelf ſo handled by tuch inkernal mon- 
ſters, glozping in nothing but bloodycruelty, abhozring all good 
and decent o2der of equal Martial Diſcipline, ſo doubled his ur⸗ 
daunted courage in himſelf, truck at one of the Giants Heads, 
who thinking to defend it by croſſing hie Pace, over his Belm, 
had it cut clean in two, hard by the handle; and the Furious 
Swozd lighted on the hozſe- -girts that lap on the Cmpceroz, that 
cutting them on both ſides, he gave his Father liberty to dzaw 
his leg away, pulhing the hozſe awap from him, quickly arole, 
pet very weary, and ſ&ing how Don Bcllianis with one fide how 
he reached one of the defo2n.ed Giants with great ſtrengih upon 
his Thigh, and felled him to the ground, and how with anether 
he maintained a hot fight. And he alſo ſaw that Dcn Briancl 
and Arſileo with eight Enights that came out of the Caſtle to 
Cuccour them, were in a fierce battel with the other Giant and 
Knights. And that Arſileo being buſied with a Giant, the ocher 
Knights being in number greatly inkeriour to their enemies, 
were by them put to the wozle : wherefoze the Emperoz went 
to aid them: but ere he arrived, the Giant and Arſileo having 
cloſed, diſmounted each other, that the Gtaut leaving his fot in 
the ſtirrop, Arſileo ſpurred his hozſe backward, making him run 
away,and dzag his Maſter after him, who within a while bzeath- 
ed his Laſt. And ſo he turned. with the Emperour couragioufly 
to help their companions, and arrived when their adverſaries 
were little able to make them longer reſiſtance, ſpecially becauſe 
Don Bellianis had flain the other Giant: At which inſtant arri⸗ 
ving where he was, ſcarce Ten of them remained with Life, 
which to ſave themſelves Fled into the Moods.

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Lances, ſccming huge pine Trees, with ſuch Tempeſfuous fury, 

that they had not leiſure to bind their deep Mounds. Gzecat 

was the ſozrow the Emperour hereby luſtained, leeing the ſay 

of the Bing ok Hungary : but as neither he no2 the other Unights 
.-. could by death's ſeeming terrour be. Daunted, with a couragious 
heart thus he laid. Now is the time (brave Enights) that you 
muſt ſhew the magnanimitp of pour invincible minde, ſince in 
dur firſt adventure foztune hath ſo directed pon that the glozy of 
the kozepaſſed wozthies by the victo2y ofthis one battel ſhall be 
extinguiſhed, though herein we yield the Tribute of our Lives 
to ali conquering death, which being natural to all men, Gould 
leaſt be feared + but inthe omnipotent powers ok him, thai this 
circled univerſe did frame, Ado truſt he will not permit the va⸗ 
lour of ſuch nights, in ſuch ſho2t time to periſh, but fo ſtrength⸗ 
en them, that the perpetual fame of their rozal acts may rewain 
eternized to all ſucceeding ages. Little need we to be encouraged 
to ſuffer the fearful ſtroke of Death ( replyed Arſileo) fo; where 
the perſon of ſo victorious an Emperour is indangered, ours can 
be but the leaſt of all moſt little loſles. J thought no leſs(anfwer- 
ed the Emperour ) but J will ſpeak it, that my ſclfimicating 
your valour, might encourage my decaping courage by pour diſcreet 
reply, by which ſince J perceive you reſt undaupted, and animated

the earth, where preſently he chopt off his head: which done. 
turning to the Emperoz, he law him clole with another Giant, 
and fearing fome ſiniſter hap might befal him thzough:the much 
blod iſſuing from his wounds, whereat the Pꝛince greatly won-- 
dyed how he could ſtand on fot, ſtrok the Giant ſuch a blow on

And therefoze 
mot gloztous Anigbt) know, as yau already have underſtod of 
the Duke, - that the Soldan my kather hatt determined to marry 
me id the Prince Don Gallaneo; which doth ſo tozment my pal- 
lion bzoken Fart, that J dere vom, it alt other meaugz at my des - 
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fcene of my afflicted like, ere J will conſent to this unfozuunate 
wedding: and though many. Nobles have ſollicicedmy father to 
the contrary, pet wilt he not be ſatisfied, anſwering them wozds 
unbeſeeming. both His Pajeſty and their Cſtates. Wherefoze if 
I have cauſe ſo to complain of my ſoul conſuming griefs (ik ever 
you felt the like ) you may eafily judge. And to conclude, J was 


determined to marry. none but the Duke Altiron the Courteous- 


Foz when J ſaw your high admired devs in the battel, A then 
aſſured my ſelf of help. But now through pour grievous wounds 
it hath ſince lo increaſed, that had J not ſo diſcovered my diſcon⸗ 


tent unto you, J had to mo220w wedded me to death, rather than 
to him J ſo abhoz. Therefo:e this only J intreat yon, that com--- 
milerating the eſtate of me the moſt unhappieſt Pꝛincels living, 
vou would pzocure ſome redzels to terminate my woes, that 1 
may not fall into his hands whom mortally J hate, I mean Don 
Gallaneo, wherein you ſhall cummit no erroz againſt my father,

Regen this your hich command ; and alſo haping-yal 
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remained thus in bed, by which occaſion J moze convenient- 
ly might know the relolution of your mind, which now being 
aſſured of, pou ſhall need do no moze, than commit the execution 
ok all unto my charge, pour ſelf ſeniing to know nothing: foz 
A p2oteft and pꝛomiſe you, never mo2e after to put on armoz, if 
this martiage be effected with Don Gallaneo. And doubt not 
but with the help of rhe immoztal Gods, tt ſhall be as Jſay : but 
leſt we ſhould kozce ſuſpiciou by our long diſcourſe , J will not 
any longer ſtay pou. With which concluſion ſhe refted the cons 
tentedſt Lady in the wozld, ſ&ing how well thoſe affairs would 
pzocæd accozding to her deſire, only foz that the Knight of the 
golden Image had lo confidently undertaken lo weighty a charge, 
And lo after ſome ceremonies between them, the fell in diſcourſe 
With the other Knights and Ladies, while the Soldan was taking 
his leave of Don Bellianis and the Pꝛinceſs Aurora. and the like 
did his daughter. Which done and both parties. reſting contenc

ſwozd; whereof he had no cauſe to complain, foz he and the oz 
ther two Knights: that had the like charge did wear the like, 
Straight was the adventurous Knight incompaſſed with above 
a thouſand Knights, that leaving their tilt, only p2ocured his 
death. But he ſo demeaned himſelf among them, that in a trice 
he beat to the ground about twenty loze wounded: and pet his 
men could not come to Help him, by reaſon of:che multitude that 
had incloſed him. Then Arſileo ling this, moſt valiantly p2icket 
fozth with his trop, and Don Gallaneo, that nought imagined 
but their deaths, bzandiſhing his truncheon , made againſt him 
with alt his battet , that Don Brianel might not be ſuccoured-; 
the like did the Duke Alfiron wich the remnant of his men, and 
in the midſt of the field they met with ſuch fozce; that moſt of 
them wiſhed themſelves far thence at this time. The Duke and 
the two knights ſtraight entred among their adverſaries 3 perfo2- 
ming it very bꝛave ty. But Arſi'co, that had no other intent than 
to help Don Brianel, paſſed thzough the thickeſt of the ſquadzon, 
that none durſt withſtand him, and entred within their ring, 
where then flew their hozſes, pꝛoturing the like by them. But 
they began to make ſuch deſtruction of them, that they had 
laid at their fert above a hundzed Knights, ſome lain outright, - 
and ſome grievoufiy -woiunded : and all that beheld the fight, 
thought it ill done, that ſo many Knights ould only let upon 
two: inſomuch that the Soldan was about to deſcend to pare 
them.

| ſon as Don Gallaneo was departed to the Tourney his 


couſin Galfeo the unknown took the 500 Knights, and went 


to the Dukes lodging, having underſtod by the ſpies how he was 
thence going, and that the Knight of the golden Image remained 
there alone: where being arrived, he commanded his men to 
follow him up; but then Don Bellianis having put on the Dukes 


armour, was ready to go to the tilt, thinking it time to be gone. 
But hearing a noiſe at the gate, lwked out at a window falling 


upon the ſtairs and ſ&ing lo many Knights there, was amazed; 


and with a loud voice laid, What ſeek you here KBuights, at luch 


a time when all are gone to the tourney « Don Galfeo lwked up, 


and ſ&ing him in that armour , knew him not, and dillembling 


his intent ſaid, God Knight J pray pou hew us him of the g 
den Image, foz we muſt needs ſpeak with him. Pou map not 


enter here (ſaid he) foy the Duke my maſter hath ſo command--- 


ed. And having lo ſaid, went towards the ſtairs in great haſte, 
where he found Don Galfeo entring the gallery, and dzawing 
kozth his ſwo2d, ſaid, It is in vain Knight whotſoever thou art 


to paſs farther here, thou oz any elſe without the Duke my ma⸗ 


ſters leave. Don Galfeo hereat conceived ſuch ire by thele 
wozds, that alſo dzawing fozth his ſwozy, ſaid, Down with the 


trayto2 that will deny us the entry. But Don Bellianis with his 


[wozd put himſelf among them, that in a little ſpace with great 
fury and fozce he flew above thirty of them: which ſo amazed the 
reſt , that they began to retire back as far as the ſtairs. But 
with the fury that poſſeſſed Don Bellianis, he ſo handled them, 
that in an evil hour he came to ſeek him: and ſ&ing Don Gal- 
feo above the reft troubled him, rok him ſuch a blow on the 
twoꝛd⸗arm, that cut in two it fell on the earth, and after he gar 
him another on his head, that cleft it down to his ears. 
was there ſeen a Knight behave himſelf better among ſo many. 


But they pzefſed upon him in ſuch ſozt. that he had like to have 


been greatly endangered : pet he Jajving them all 'befoze him 
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Don Bellianis of Greece, or 
2 down ffairs, made ſuch deſtruction. ok them, that foz very haſte 
ttzheptumbled one upon another, and ſ&ing them give back, fol- 
luowed them out of the Pallace, and in their delpight did beat them 
into a bꝛoad yard, thinking better to defend Himſelf there, than 
"0 in ſocloſe a rom: where he lo uſed the ſtrengeh of his mighty 
4 arms, that he got a hozſe of many that ran loſe, wherewith he 
rkrenewed his maſlacring of them. There was already gathered 
much people of the City with their weapons, not knowing the 
*X eauſe why fo many are allembled in the Dukes Palace; and: 
when-they ſaw them all upon one Knight, they helped him. Don 
3 Gallaneo's Knight with moꝛe than the third part ok his fellows 
dead, and ſcsing Den Galfeo flain, and how their treaſon fo2 
V˙2yꝛ that time, would not have effected by the ertream valour of that 
-,— = Knight, fted away. Don Bellianis not willing to follow them, 
turned towards the Dukes Palace, where taking one of them, 
; he et his ſwozd to his thzoat, and thzeatned to kilkhim, ik he de- 
nied the caule ot their coming in that manner to ſ&k the Knight 
of the golden Image, and in p2eſence of many in the City, he 
confeſſed, how commanded by their Lozd Don Gallaneo, they 
came to murder him. Mhat meant your Lozd- by doing fo ? 
(kaid Don Bellianis.) J-know no moze than J have ſaid. ( repli- 
ed the man.) God be pꝛailed ( ſaid Don Bellianis) that your 
TLoꝛds treachery hath not taken effect. Then mounting his hozſe 
phe rid to the tilt-yard, where he looked on every ſide, and ſaw 
- how the Dukes men tarried back, ſeeking fo2 the Pzinceſs, Arſileo 
and Don Briavel, and not ſwing them, he tok a bigLance, and 
Put himlelf againſt Don Gallaneo's Bnights, and the firſt he met 
--- © Heoverthzem to the ground, doing the like to above thirty befoze 
he bzake it, and encouraging the Dukes failing trops, renew⸗ 
ed their fight lo fiercely upon the Courtiers, that they feared to 
Joſe what they had befoze won, and like a man diffraq, not ſee- 
ing his tompanions ſo wounded his adverſaries, that happy was 
he that fartheſt could get from him, whereby everp one made 
him ample paſſage to go by, fp2 never a blow he gave neither 
with (wo d-0x lance;, but he overthzew a Knight. - Which che 
Dophi- ſeingrerytd ont, O mighty Mahomet ! what admirable: 
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frength is this sf you Bnight! But all this while Don Gallaneo 
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having Meller his wounds they demanded. haf he amaultiillnaks.

to have his armour given him by Bellona buckled about- his body; 
than be inveſted Emperoz of a larger Empire than his Fathers 
At this inſtant the Dꝛagon with an infernal furtiping again 
him, overth2ewhim with his bzeaſt, and returning to catch him 
wich his talons, to pluck him in pieces, he whom fear never could 
blind, leapt afide, but with great difficulty 3 fo; being -over-reach# 
ed, the cruel beaſt with one of his paws dꝛew him to him e piercen 
bath armoz and fleſh, even to the bones, with his deadly claws : but 
the Knight fozſaking his wozd, ſtab'd his dagger 4 oz 5 times ins 
to his heart under his wings.

After the Knight of the golden Image 
had finiſhed his haughty ded, and moſt unequal fight, Ge fell on 
his knees, rendzing thanks to his Meapenlp P2otedoz, that bt 
delivered him krom ſo great a danger, though with kesr to e. 
frape the peril of his moztal wounds, wondzing hom he had 
Blood left in his Meins, having loſt ſuch great quantities 
thereok.

to bind them. Shall we (ſaid they) take your armo2 with us to 
the City? No, leave it here (replied he) J liile need it, reſpecting; 
the occaſion of my going thither. And lo mounting on hoꝛleback 
(but with much pain) and the Damoſels on their Palfreys, he 
by the way thus ſpake. Tell me J pꝛay you the occaſion of pour 
flight when J fir met ron? To whom they anſwered: Non 
ſhall know (Dir Knight) we do belong to the moſt excellent peer- 
teſs and above all the moſt fair, the faireſt Pzinceſs Florisbella, 
that having ſent us toa wiſe woman, whoſe habitation is far 
hence on a moſt craggy and barren mountain (and Bellona ts her 
name ) to know the foztunes of a beauteous Pꝛincels conducted 
by her (called Aurora) of whom fince that time no news hath 
been heard, through the death of Bing Pompeiano her Fathers 
traiteroufly flain by Don Gallaneo, and his Kingdom won by a 
ſon of the Dophi called the Bnight of the Jmages : And we

The Ladies: perceiving them to be the Giants Knights, were 
'Kike to fall from their Palfreys: to whom the Knights ſaid, Ye 
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now ſhall not eſcape us, but ſhall go to our Lozd and Paſter the 
Giant Felliſtone that ſends foz you. Don Bellianis became ex⸗ 

teeding wzoth, ſeeing himſelf both ſoze wounded and without ar- 

mour ; pet he thus laid to them. In courteſie bzave Knights 1 
pray you oppoſe not your violent hands, againſt par diſtreſſed! 
Ladies that with me are going. We thought (replyed they) pou 

would content pour ſelf with your own liberty, medling not with 

theics : but ſince pou would not know when you are well, you 

ſhall alſo go with us; wherewith they would have bound him. 

He percciving that his courteous wozds p2evailed not 2 to 
one, and lnatcht the Lance out of his hand, in deſpight of hey 
and his friends, tumbling him headlong to the ground. he bot | 
thers would have ſtricken him with their Spears, but he watt Pp 

eſcaped their blows; and fiercely running at one, thzuſt the 

Lance through his body, that lifeleſs he meaſured his length on 

the earth. The third ſtruck at him ſo mightily, that had he not 

lightly ſept aſide (being as he went unarmed ) he had made his 

Lance appear at his back: yet nevertheleſs he ran his Spear 
thozow his thigh : ſo he feeling himſelf ſoze wounded, dzew his 
never failing lwozd, and gave him lo cruel a blow on his ſhoul⸗ 
ders that he cut him down-right, that his parted body fell on 
each ſide of his hoꝛle. Don Bellianis going to diſmount; to-diſparch! 

him that firſt fell, felt His thigh pin'd to his ſaddle with a ers? 
cheon of the Spear: but ſeeing the Knight did not fr; lekt⸗ 
him. 

All this while the Damolels ſtood amazed with wonder ſering! 
ſuch deſtruction in lo ſhort time, and with ertream joy thepichus) 
ſaid, Me can never end (ſir Knight) the celebꝛating ol youb mon 
high, and moze than humane Chivalries, though thereby wehe non 
credited, which koz all our ſelves have een chem, pet their admiͤ⸗ 
ration ſo aſtoniſheth us, that we ſcarce dare acknowledge them: 
to be true. He hearing himſelf thus commended. replyed: Over⸗ 
paſſing theſe unwozthy pꝛailes, let us ( fair Ladies) enter the 
City, fo my great wounds require ſpeeny remedy ; and knaw 
that your travel is now ended, foz 1 ds belong unto the Prin- 
ceſs Aurora, whom when you lee befoze any, diſſemble her 
knowledge, fo; her pzeſeut occaſions ſo require it. They joy- 
ful of ſuch news, anlwered they would. ns ſo by on 
D 2 | their 
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their pace, they came to the Dukes Palace, where they kound 
all the Knights in arntoz. Don Bellianis diſcovering himſelf to a 
Buight intreated him to lead him to his lodging, if he could un⸗ 
known: to the Duke, till the next morning. M ho replied, he 
might not, for the Duke ſtaped fo2 him wich the reſt of the 
Bnights, not minding to lleep until his coming. Then help me 
off my hozſe ( ſaid Don Be:lianis. ) The Knight going to do it, ſpy- 
ed the ſpears truncheou, which he had not taken away, fearing 

himſelf to bleed to death; and the Knight laid, pou are ſo ſoze 
wounded, that it were beit J call the Duke. Unhozſe me firſt 
(aid Don Bellianis,) and take out this truucheon: The Knight 
did ſo, which was ſo imbrued in his blood, where with it ſtuck lo 
faſt in his fleſh, that the drawing ther eok lo extremely increaſed his 
pain that akter be was not able to ſtand, but was carried in two 
Bnights arms into the Yall, where they found the Duke with 
many other Kozds; allo accompanied with the Princes Don 
Briannel aud Arlileo, who though they were greatly wounded, 
were determined preſently to ride in demand ok the Knight of the 
Golden Amage, if they heard not of him. But ſeeing him come

hear ( faid the Duke) the admired wonders of this Kuighs;, 


map hardly believe them: And fure J am, no Knight will e⸗ 
ver perfozm what he hath done in lo ſhogt time: and fo: x2ites - 
ating all higepploics ( as: herecofope axe ſer. dom.)

Here is no tongue able to expreſs the great grief the Dophy. 
did conceive by Don Gallaneo and his couſins degth whom 
he dearly loved: and ſ&eing that the Duke kept wilhin his Pas | 
lace, be ſent early the next morning above a thouſand nights te 
leek bim in the gxen armor for he determined by all meang tas 
know who he was, having underſtod he was not gone home- wich 
the Duke, i 
The Knights obeying his command, came to the place where 
the ugly monſtrous beaſt lay ſlain, the ſight whereof ſo-feared -- 
their horſes, that not able to ſfay them, in deſpight of their riders 
they ran away with them. The like timozouſneſs lurprized the 
Knights, beholding the monſtrouſie of: the dragon that they durſt 
not approach to ſe what he was: yet ſeeing he ſtirred not, one of 
them taking heart-a-grace, eſteeming himſelf lefs fearful than 
the reſt, alighted on fot, and trembling, went where the dead 
beast lap, and ſeeing him not move, wich the huge quantity of 
blood wherein he wallowed, called his companions, bidding them 
not fear, for it was not alive: who well viewing it, were greatly

And beſides thoſe things, he hath done others of greater 
admiration. Do in luch talk they continued their way to the City, 
till they arrived at the Soldans Palace, who ſeeing the Knights 
Armour, thought they alſo bzought him: which greatly gladved 
im, delcending half way to me him, demanded foz the Knight; 
to whom they anſwered, We bꝛing him not (right mighty Doves 
raign) but come to tell vou the greateſt wonder that ever vou 
heard of, foz he alone hath put to death the mighty Dꝛagon of 
the Ryphean Woods, your whole Kingdomes deſtruction. O 
mighty Jove ( faid the Dolvan ) who map believe, but with great 
difficulty, ſuch a thing, except his eyes ſhould le it. Surely 
(Dead Lozd) it is fo (replied they) and we judge by the great 


-abimdance of blood in that place ſhed , that he caunot but be al?

They with great 
willingnels pzomiſed to do the utmoſt. of- theit poflibiltep 
andſceing the matter ſuffered no delay, aud that they likewiſe 
vencured ſome patt of their own, in tet ther were the Dukes 
ner alties, did then take ltave 1 Painteſs x departed wn 
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04 Don Bellianis of Greece, or 
F the Dolvan, whom they found with all his men ready ts march. 
Do appꝛoaching to him, he greatly rejoyced with their pzeſence, 
thereby thinking they would joyn with him, ſuppoſing at firſk 
they were gone to the Duke. Whereupon he courteoully made 
out to meet them: who (their accuſtomed honour perfozmed) hum⸗ 
bled themſelves to kiſs his hand: but he would not by any means 


© conſent thereto +: whereat they thus began. Alas ( dzead Lozd) 


what po2tends theſe your Trops, whoſe ſudden arms cannot but 
thꝛeaten death and utter deſolation to this City? but moſt of all, 
what means your ſelf to be in perſon in lo dangerous an enter⸗ 
prize, having ſo many hardy Knights able to attempt any impoz⸗ 
tant action at your command: J have none (replyed the Sophy) 
Whole dutious ſervice and loyalty to me hath deſerved luch con- 
fivence as theſe affairs require, eſpecially ſince the abſence of the 
Pꝛince my ſon. And well may von ſee the treaſon done againſt 
me by the Duke: fo2 Jam ſure it was done both by his conſent 
and my daughters command; and am certain that he which all 
theſe harms have wought, is the Knight of the Golden Jmage 2 
and ſo diſcourſed what he had underſtod of the Knights, and how 
he was ſo ſoze wounded, that his life was in ſuſpence, and allo 
that he was the ſame that flew. Don Galfeo. All which was 
true; fo that diſtreſſed Knight was in ſuch caſe , that all his 
companions greatly doubted his recovery, foz which their fozrow 
was ſo great, that they wiſhed, to diſburden themſelves thereof, 
they might be even in their enemies chiekeſt troops.

your allegiance, Ik you-cauſe the Duke (replyed the Sophy) ts 
come and ſitbmit himſelf, J pzomiſe pou there ſhall be no w2zong 
P2ofered him, no2 any thing contrary to the right of law and ju⸗ 
ſtice; which J only ds, that if any of Don Gallaneo's KRindzes 
ſhould expect any revenge at my hands fo2 his death, /thep maß 
know what AI have done herein. And hereupon Jpawn'mpkitig- 
Ip faith, and royal wozds unto pou. Then ſaid they, Upon this 
02der pou mav diſmiſs your men unto their ſeveral homes, foz 
we will perfozm what we have p2omiſed, Wherenpon the Sol- 
dan commanded every man to retite to his quarter, he {himſelf 
going to the Court to expe the Kings return, who ſtraight re⸗ 
paired to the Dukes Palace, wyere they greatly rejoyced'eo ſee 
the god oꝛder and care bythem kept:  inſomuch that the Soldan 
was not there able to enter by fozce of arms, though he bought 
all his fozces redoubled. They being there, demanded” f02-'the 
Duke, and-: underſtanding that he was in Don Bcllianis cham 
ber, thither went to ſpeak with him: where they ſaw how che 
Knight of the golden Image had his wounds by thole Damozels 
dzeſſed.

he ſaw him come with his blod thanged in his face, as being the 
man that moꝛtally hated the Duke, which now being nigh him,

Knight of the Golden Image, of whom there are allo many tales 
bzuited of his valour. Pozeover we were certified that he and the 
Duke Alfron-flew in the Tournep molt treacheronfly, the Pzince 
Don Gallaneo and his couſin Don Galfeo. And though we are 
aſſured that you will execute on them the puniſhment that ſo vild 
treaſon: requires, ( foz we have uuderſtood the impꝛiſonment ok 
your daughter the P2inceſs Perſiana, conſenter to their deaths.) 
Notwithſtanding we being perſons whom this afozeſaid mat⸗ 
ter concerns, do accuſe as well the Duke as the Knight of the 
Golden Image, with the Pꝛincels Perſiana pour daughter, as au⸗ 
thozs and acto2s of their deaths. and therefoze traytozs and male⸗ 
factozs. And J vow to appꝛove it againſt them both together, oz 
with what Knight the P2inceſs ſhall appoint in her defence: foz I 

will not be counted a Gyant oz Bing of the Land where any ofys 

is known, if J make them not p2eſeytly confeſs this their trea-: 
ſon, that you may chaſtiſe it as pou ſhall better judge: and here⸗ 
with ended his ſpxch. The great rage conceived. by thoſe Knights 
hearing themſelves called traptozs, cannot be ſufficiently expzeſt. 
The Soldan underſtanding of the Gpant what he was, roſe from 

his ſeat to entertain him asHis ſtate required, intreats him to ſis 

down.

Zhen the Doldan again commanded ſilence to be kept, and 
called the two L 02ds of Armenia and Teſſifanty, with other Lo2ds 
to Council, touching the confirmation of the Challenge, which 
being ended, they returned, and commanding the Knights and 
Gyants to attend, he laid: Yaving conſulted concerning the ac- 
cuſation made by the King of Cyprus, againſt the Duke Alfron, 
the Knight of the Golden Image, and my Daughter, we have 
found he may lawfully do it, being as he is the mightieſt of kin⸗ 
dꝛed that Don Gallaneo hath. ' And mozeover, becauſe the Duke 
himſelf is accuſed, he may not in perſon enter the combat: aud 
ſo much foz the Knight ofthe Golden Jmage. 

Therefoze it behoves you, Duke, to find a Champion to un⸗ 
dertake this battel koz you, ſing Ty Pꝛince Arlileo doth it 
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foz the Unight of the golden Image, and his companion fo: my 
daughter, and it muſt be fozthwith, , 9 
How though the Duke ſ&med outwardly diſpleaſey, being 
kozbidden the Combat in perſon, pet was it not lo: foz he greatly 
feared the Giants Fozces: Nevertheleſs he anſwered the Dol- 
dan in this manner. Deeing J mult (@k a Champion to dekend 
my right, grant me ſome time (dzead Boveraign) to do it. A 
give pou ſaid the Soldan, twelve days, wherein look to it, and 
conſider on all things you ſhall ned, that after you complain not 
J have done you injuſtice. Then was the Pzinceſs Perfiana 
"Tent fo2, that ſhe ſhould agree that the ſame Knight Gould be her 
"defender, On this meſſage went the Kings of Armenia and 
Teſſifanty, and alſo to bzing her, who acquainted her with all 
they had therein laboured, acco2ding to her requeſt, and that the 
Ltug of Cyprus being come tothe Court, had not accuſed her 
alone, but alſo the Knight of the Golden Image; and the Soldan 
ent foz her, to ſ& if ſhe would allow the adventurous Knight 
foy her Champion. Wherenxon being conducted to her Fathers 
p2eſence, (he pꝛoſtrated her ſelf befoze him; but He ſternly lok- 
ing on her, laid: Conſider, Pꝛincels, on the anſwer you muff 
make befoze the Bing of Cyprus. She anſwered, ſhe knew not 
his demand; then had lhe it reiterated * Whereunto ſhe replied, 
JI know not what J ſhall anſwer to ſuch a falſe and unjuſt re- 
gueſt, and moſt untrue ſuggeſtion 2 but ſince you allo joyn with 
me the Knight of the Golden Image, let him anſwer both foz 
himſelf and me, to whom J commit my like, hono?, right. and ju⸗ 
Rice. Me ſent not foz you to this end (ſaid the Dophy ) foz the 
- Knight-of the Golden Image muſt not combat himſelf ; but le 
ik pon will have the adventuroits Knight defend your cauſe oz no. 
J care not if he do (replied ſhe) and pet IJ think he would will- 
ingly accept it, having all right and juffice on his behalf, defend- 
ing the innocency-of a diſtreſled Pꝛincels: And J beſeech the im⸗ 
moꝛtal Gods, J may live to acknowledge and gratify this his 
great courteſie. + | 
To this (replied Don Brianel) your ſelf (divine Lady) having 
Fo great juſt ice to dekend your innocency, maketh me the debter 
foz this high favour, whole grace hath decreed to lay the confi- 
dence of lo great a charge, on ſo mean and undeſerving a Knight, 
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whole ſervice foꝛ this honour is in perpetual bound to your gract- 
ous Highnels. Upon the end of which ſpeeches, the gages were 
on either fide ggcepted, and the day of battel aſligned to be twelve 
days after, , | | | 

The Soldan commanded both the Duke and Pzincels to be 
guarded in ſeveral ſtrong Towers: and turning to the Bing ok 
Cyprus, inſtantly requeſted him to lodge in his Palace until the 
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battel were paſt. The Bing eaſily condeſcended thereto, having $ 


already purpoſed that if he remained Uicto2 ok the Fight, ts re- 
quire the Soldan to parvon his daughter, and give her with him 
the Kingdom of Antioch as his right, being next heir to Don Gal- 
lanco.fo2 which cauſe he remained there, where the Soldan greet 

iy honoured him. | | 
The P2ince Arſileo, Don Brianel, with the Kings, Dukes, 
and Earls, returned to the Dukes Palace, to tell Don Bellianis 
the ozder taken; and entring where he was, they found him 
now ſomewhat better than they befoze had left him, to whom 
they then declared all that had paſled- between them and the 9ol- 
dan, and how the day of battel was aſſigned, and that the Duke 
had no Champion foz himſelf, and how they had accepted the 
combat in his and the Pꝛinceſs Perſiana's name, expꝛeſling allo 
the great fierceneſs of the Gyants, particularly defccibing the 
deformed features of the Ring ok Cyprus; pꝛoteſting they Had 
never feen the like. Don Bellianis conteiving an extream rage, 
hearing that diſcourſe, aud how the Soldan would not permit 
him co the combat at ſuch a time, wherein he was reputed a 
traptoz, wherewith being almoſt beüdes himſelf, with unre- 
ſtrained fury laid, What 2 thinks the Soldan this ſhall be ſuffe⸗ 
red that he hath o2vained, and that with ſo great maliciouſneſs 
againſt the Law of arms, his veſire: ſhall be fulfilled 7: Por the 
powers divine will not permit it. And therewithall he role and 
late upon his bed, and in all haſte called fo2 his cloaths. The 
Damkels ſeeing him thus determined, intreated him not to do 
it; which he would not, but in all haſte made himſelf ready, re⸗ 
ſiſting all their requeſts, and allo the P2inceſs Auroras, and

King of Cyprus and his 
 zothers, who underſtanding he was there, commanded he ſhould 


be admitted to his pzeſence, 


Is this the Knight ok the Golden Image (demanded the King) 
whom J come both to accuſe and challenge, foz the treachery he 
committed by the death of my dear couſins. This is he ( replyed 
the Soldan ) and do aſſure you his per the Dun ſhines not on, to 
equal him in ſtrength and valour. | 
That may be (ſaid the King) among ſuchas himſelf $ and it 
were a blot to my honour, to make any account of a hundzed ſuch 
as he, You wong yourſelf to think ſs ( anſwered the Soldan) 
foz if he ſhould enter in the fight, J would not foz the wozld aſ- 
Cure pou of the vicozy, and therefoze J ozdered what J did. 
Now vou have told me ſo (ſaid the Giant) ic behoves me in any 
wiſe to crave the Combat againſt him; foz if J ſhould not, 
A am foz ever difhonoured. J will have no moze woꝛds here⸗ 
on (ſaid the Dophy,) foz in doing otherwiſe J ſhould not be re- 

enced on him and the Duke as A defire. The King diſdainful- 
Ip laughed at his wozds, and ſaid. Ik the others that in this bat- 
tel hall enter, were as pou make him, pet ſhould my will be 
accomplithed : But ſince vou will have it. otherwiſe, J yield unto 
vou. Thereon ( laidthe Soldan) give me pour hand and wozd, 
not to accept at this time any battel againſt him. J pꝛomiſe you 
fo to do (ſaid the Giant) though it be tomy laſting blame.

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| | CHAP, XXII. : 
What ſpeeches paſſed between the Knight of the Golden Image 
and the Soldan, and how he was ſtayed in the Palace till the end 
of the Battel. 
On Bellianis being befoze the Sophies pꝛeſence, ſhewed no 
kind of duty, thinking that one of his ſtate & pzetending ſuch 
a challenge ſhould rather ſeem ſtern & fierce,than humble and mild, 
though his weakneſs thzough the grievoulneſs of his wounds was 
ſo great, that no Knight under the cope of heaven was able with 
fuch patience to endure half the pain that he perfozce ſuſtained, 
which notwithſtanding, with a clear voice that he might be heard 
_ the aſſembly, diſſembling his ſozrow as much as he could, 
Jam ( moft mighty Lozd ) fozced to come to your p2elence in 
this manner as you lee, by hearing certain things that here have 
been debated in pzejudice of my honoꝛ & reputation, which molt ex- 
cedingly have augmented the pain andgrief ok my great ſicknels: 
fo2 which cauſe J fear J ſhall not be able to utter the imaginati- 
ons of my penſive heart, with ſo great decozum e reverence-as aps .. 
- pertaineth to ſo high a perſonsge. And J pꝛoteſt J had not hither 
come, but pzeſuming on the equalneſs of thy juſtice. The Soldan 
ſeing him in ſuch diſtrels, commanded him ere he further pꝛoced⸗ 
ed, to ſit down; a Chair being bzought, he humbled himſelf-fo2 
that courteſie, ſat him down, being in ſuch caſe, that he had like a 
thouſand times to have ſoundedas he ſtod, though the great de- 
bility of his body. But dzawing krength from his never fainting - 
courage ( ſ&ing that Felliſtone the fierce gazed on him) reſting -- 
aſtoniſhed at his great monſtrouſie, turned ts the Holdan with 
theſe waz ds. It accoꝛding to the juſtice ot my caule, moſt mighty 
Lo2d, committed to the adminiſtration of thoſe men, to that end 
placed by the immoztal Gods on this terreſtrial. ball, pꝛomiſing 
large guerdons, in their future life of everlaſting happineſs, if 
wich equity and right, they execute the frinction of ſo high co m̃and⸗ 
ing powers, whereunto the ſpacious Territozies of your vaſt Em⸗ 
pire binds you, you lok into this whole matter, ſearching the 
true ground thereof, not-ſuffering the unbꝛidled palſton of baſe 
partialitp, to bind the eyes of your admiring judgment, which 
molt olten is wont to obſcure, f utterly with Wannen, a 
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the magnanimitpok the nobleſt minds. Then J cannot but great⸗ 
Ip marvel fo; what reaſons you have ſo far p2oceeded in my al⸗ 
fairs, [ceing my (elf endeavoured with the utmoſt of my ſtrength 
to ſhew my pꝛoſtrate ſervice to pour highnels; whole gentle re- 
gard might have been the cauſe that the leaſt reaſon pzoceving 
from your ropal_ſelf, ſhould have contentedly ſatisfied me at jour 
Command, Aud J vow by the Jmmo2tal Gods no repꝛoach ſhould 
have ſcandaliz'd your mightineſs,no2 any injurious inkamp ſtain'd 
the honoz of your face. np ſelf had been firſt heard, and my con- 
lent granted to the aſtigued combat, Foz in my judgment it is 
againſt natural-reaſon. that A bcing willing to defend the truth, 
Cwhercof. my own.heart can only bear witneſs ) another altogt⸗ 
ther ignozant thereof, Gould in my caule indanger his ſweet life. 
Tcuching what Jcannot ſee;no2 pet conceiving in what foundation 
veu: ſhould build your raſh decree, to ſuffer the accuſation of the 
Duke and the P2inceſs your Daughter, who in no refped could be 
partakers, noz ceunſello2s tn what is paſt. Foz if Jflew Don Gal- 
feo, J did it becauſe he treacherouſly would have done the like by 
me, that was then altogether ſuſpictonleſs of any ſuch treaſon, 
which fact made me after verifie my ſuſpicton.ſeeing in what peril 
of their lives Don Gallaneo endangered mp compantons in the 
Touryp, that fozccd me to ſhed his blod as he would have done 
theirs. Ot which action, J ould then rather have hoped foz a 
moze large guerdon fo2 this good deed, than now to pꝛocure new 
combats fo; it were high diſhono2 to pour high name, that ſuch 
as he, inured to treaſons, treacheries, and villanies, ſhould be ac- 
counted the fon. of ſo great a Ponarch, having not only uſed luch 
as lobe p2actices againſt ſtrangers, as the Cmperour Don Bella- 

neo but alſo againſt his own friends. : 3 
Wherefoze you may molt certainly believe, my ſelf being now 
infozmed of the truth, J have underſtood, that he left all his knights 
in the ſame fight, whereby they were all lain whilſt he moſt 
' cowardly-fled with his couſin Don Galfeo. And mozeover he was 
a traito2 againſt pour ſelf and dignity, in thus perſwaving you 
that the Emperour was dead, oz by him mo2tally wounded, that 
be could by no means eſcape death, who at this pzeſent boch 
liveth and is in perfect health; whereof fearing to be accuſed by 
me and my companions, that were hereof aſſured. by a en 
. 4 N i adven- 
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adventure, he pzocured-our deaths: mine in the Dakes Pallace 
by Don Galfeo, while he alſo did the like of my companions in the 
Tournep, whereok he received his condign delerts thzough fo pit⸗ 
tileſs death, his be the lols: wherefoze ſince there is none can bet⸗ 
ter bear Teſtimonp of this truth than my lelk, not only againſt the 
Knights here pꝛelent, accuſing me, but alſo againſt all thoſe hich 
hall challenge me hereof, J will ten days hence anſwer it them 
in field, and appꝛove it on their ſteel plummed burgonets: netiher 
will Jhereupon (whatſoever may befall me) deny them the com⸗ 

bat, wherein J will make them know the great treachertes which 
they would have uſed againſt me. And if pou ſhall. refuſe to do 
me this juſtice, allure pour (elf Jam a man able mo2e ſtrickly to 
require it at your hands: Foz the Eternal powers of the Pea» 
venly and Carthly Dybs,have not infuſed ſo little courage in my 
uncoloured heart, that any fears but theirs ſhould dant my mind: 
where he ended his ſpeech, not able to pꝛocced any further. 

The Soldan all this while ſtod gazing on him with great ad- 
miration, in his doubtful bꝛeaſt reſolving many things, laping to 
himſelf, that his like fo courage he never heard ok, and greatly 
wondzed who he ſhould be that in ſich open terms dart prꝛelume 
to defie him to his face, and in his own Land, But as a man not 
able to reſtrain the reins of his paſſion, wanting the chiele t thing 
well and juſtly to judge of matters, ſhaped him this unbeleeming 
anſwer, holding the Ring of Cyprus by the hand, that willingly 
would have firſt replied. Think not, night ofthe golden Image, 
that in what is done, pou have received any diſhondur: Fo? it is 
no: lawful you ſhould enter combat in your pꝛoper caule: Foz 
were it good 02 bad, you would (howſoever it night happen) pꝛo⸗ 
cure the good ſucceſs of pour pꝛetenſton; koz Jam perſwaded pou 
fight by Jnchantment, ſeing the nights of-the unhappp bꝛidge 
were rot able to indanger you. And therefoze is it reaſon none be 
admitted in batcel againſt peu: and concerning the reſt of your 
threats, you ſhall do what pou map, if the time will permit you. . 
Foz in vain the Gods have made me Arch⸗ruler over lo many ter- 
ritozies, ik J ſhould not accompliſh the utmoſt of my will. In which 
ſeaſon A will have pou remain in my Palace, until the god oz 
bad ſucceſs of the combat be by trpal known, that accozding there- 


But 


unto my pleaſure may be kulfilled to the full, 
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But the King of Cyprus being very big ſwoln with ſuch er⸗ 
tream pꝛide that he was ready to burſt, ſatd to Don Bellianis with 
ſo hideous voice as if he would ſwallow him down alive. Gꝛeat 
is thy deſperate madneſs, Knight of the Golden Image, that 3 
know not where thou chould'ſt be born: Foz with my only fight 


J was wont to terrifie others both mightier, & in courage hardier 


than chou, and now thinkeſt thou to eſcape unpuniſhed ? J aſſure 
thee, that if the end of the battel, conſiſted in nought elle, but with 


the firſt encounter of my Lance, to bꝛing the to ſuch extremity, 


that thou never ſhouldeſt be moze able to enter any other fight: 
whereby alſo we ſhould after eſchew the Soldans judgment in 
this caſe, thou ſhouldeſt thereunto be admitted. But becauſe thou 
being convicted with the Treaſons thou haſt committed, he deter⸗ 
mineth otherwiſe to chaſtile thy inſolency, and lo hath luſpended 
the from the battel. 

J have no great need to attempt it (replyed DonBellianis) fo J 
am ſure thou ſhalc have to do with ſuch Knights, and when the 
combat is ended it ſhall be publickly ſeen, that Jam not of con- 
ditton like thy treacherous couſins, | 

But J deſired with my own perſon to rid thee of the great 
doubt that thou art in, And after require account of the out- 
rage thou offeredſt to two damſels of my company, upon whom 
thou did' ſt ew part ok thy conſanguinity with the Traytoz Don 
Gallaneo. 5 

All this Don Bellianis uttered, the moꝛe to enrage the enraged 
Giant, to make him accept the combat with him, though he need- 


ed not to ſpur a fo; ward hozſe: foz he was impatient to ſee himſelk 


upbzaided with ſuch oppꝛobzious taunts, in p2elence of that Roy⸗ 
al aſſembly, but he had as is afoze⸗ mentioned, p2omiſed the Sol⸗ 
dan to the contrary, who fearing they ſhould attempt moze than 
wo2ds, ſaid to Don Bellianis, | 
Hereon Knight talk no moze, foz what is decreed ſhall be execu 
ted. Be it as vou have ſaid (anſwered he) but by the way,remem- 
ber the great injuſtice pou offer me. The furious Soldan would 
not anſwer him, but by his commandment he was committed to 
a ſtrong Tower, and moff ſurely guarded, leaving with him the 
damſels of the Pꝛincels Florisbella to cure his wounds. | 
Arſileo & Don Brianel, fearing by their ſpeeches to add fewel to 
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the kindled fire, ſaid nothing, but deſtring the day ok tombat were 
tome, returned to their lodgings, lending ſtraight ways fo2 the 
knights they befo2e had ſent to the wood, whoſe help did afterward 
greatly avail them. The Soldan remained in his Palace very 
glad, thinking to execute both the Duke, and the Knight of the 
Golden Image, and likewiſe quieted the King ok Cyprus, that 
much impoztuned him to ſuffer Don Bellianis to enter in the 
combat, alleaging he might becter to his content be revenged that 
way foz all his treacheries. _ | | 


CHAP. XXIII. 


How Don Bellianis diſguiſed, iſſued out of the Tower, What 
happened him with Don Contumeliano of Phænicia, and how . 
he returned unknown into the City, 


AE -neceſſary pꝛeparations being ozdered againlf the day of 

the famous Wattel, ten days were paſt of the appointed 

time, and yet the Duke had not noz could find anp, that would in 

his behalf undertake that combat, which extreamly grieved him, 
pet the magnanimity of his couragious heart permitted no dut⸗ 
ward ſhew thereof, No leſs was the ſozrow that the beautedus 
Perſiana ſuſtained, continually beſeching her Code, not to luk⸗ 
fer her honours to wack, noz the downfal ok her Paidens 
fame, thzough want of a Champion to maintain the juſtice of 
her cauſe. 

On the other ſide, the great anguiſh of mind that Don Bellianis 
conceived, cannot be expꝛeſt, which was ſo grievous that his Was. 
moſels could by no means diminiſh,noz himſelf tould find no com- 
fozt fo2 his troubled fantaſies + but at length he fo recovered his 
weak ſtrength, chat he was able to walk about his chamber, ſee- 
ing hilelk in diſpoſttion to buckle on his armdz:And'certainly had 
he. but it, and his [word, be han bzoke fozth among the ſkrongeſt 
watch that guarded him, which in the day time were aboutz ren, 
e inthe night that numver was doubled. In the mean time he ner 
to lend one ok the Damſels to know ik the Duke had gor ap do. 
fight in his quarrt hand when he 77 ok none on whom he yilghe 
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truſt ſo weighty a charge (though he had many good and valiant 
Pnights) by reaſon of the fierceneſs of the Ring of Cyprus, and his 
bothers, his grit vous paſſions were redoubled 2 One of his dam⸗ 
ſels that accompanied him, by name Florina, daughter to the 
Duke of Turſia, being Lo2d of many countries under the Soldan 
of Babylon, which was the chiekeſt & beſt beloved of the Pzinceſs 
Florisbella. The other was daughter to the Earl Cellanea, named 
Per ſiana. But the firſt laid to Don Bellianis, the ſo2row of my griev- 
ed heart is ſuch( renowned ir) to ſ& the courſe of theſe things, that 
Icannot in wozds ſhe w it, as alſo ſeeing yon cannot uſe your valoz 
to remedy them, wherein pour life & honoz do depend. Wherefoze 
revolving many things in my troubled thoughts, have in the end, 
affping on the rare courage of pour admirable ſtrength, though 
now made weak by treacherous deſigns c ſiniſteroccaſions, deviſed 
this at the laſt refuge to redzels theſe wꝛongs; and this it is. You 
know that we dftentime go fo2th unſuſpeced oz miſtruſted of the 
guard. Now may you diſguiſed xattired iy the apparel ofone of us 
having no hair on pour face, get abzoad,where you map eaſily p20- 
cure hozſe c armoꝛ, and do what you elſe think beſt, returning un⸗ 
known unto the Palace, and there undertake the combat, c in the 
mean time I will remain in bed, faining to be vou, ſuffering none 
to ſpeak wich me, ſaying Jam extream ſick. Don Bellianis was ſo 
Joyful with this unlwked & untheught of remedy, as hardly it may 
be expꝛeſſed; hoping thereby not ouly to aſſure his own life, but 
alſo his compani@ns in that manifeft danger, though he nothing 
doubted their valo7; & embꝛacing the Damſel ſaid,P2ay unto the 
Gods (my good Floriana) that theſe troubles may have their de- 
firedend, 4. then A pꝛomile you this great care ſhall be fully grati- 
fied to your content, There is no reaſon(repliedſhe)why you ſhould 
bind pour ſelf: to any ſuch gratification, without deſerc, ſeeing my 
duty bindeth me-to pour perpetual ſervice;# ſo think not much of 
this J. counlelꝰd you. And Jentreat you-govern your ſelf well a- 
bz0ad, for being pet weak, you might fall into ſome other greater 
danger. Whereupon ling the night appꝛoach, he put onFlorianas 
deren whetewichal he became ſo fair, that the Damſels not a lit- 
tle wondzed ta hee him ſo beautiful, and Perſiana crys out, Js it 
- yoſſible, Oh Gods, luch beauty ſhould be on earth 2. you had been 
tetter reßtwwed it to glozy by pour imperial Thꝛones, unlels here 
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ydit will inhabic, to manikeſt your great Powers among us. 

And truly ( ſir Knight ( ſuch beauty was never ſeen but in the 
Pꝛinceſs Florisbella, our Lady Piſtrels: and well is it fo all 
Bnights you are not of our ſex, elſe ſo many would by pon perith, 
as by the Pꝛincels our Miſtrils, whoſe only ſight killeth (though 
not out- right, vet with living death,) like the murthering eyes ofa 
flaying Baſilisk. Js her beauty ſo admirable to cauſe ſuch altera- 
tions in men: ( demanded he.) Yon cannot belteve, noz we ſec 
down ( ſaid-Floriana) the greatneſs thereof. And becauſe you may 
know J wear with me ko great a beauty as yours, J will ſhewit 
you, which J continually carry with me. | "I | 

And ſo ſhe pulled it out of her pocket, and gave it him, which he 
ſtraight knew to be the ſame that was poztraied on his Shield, 
though his was moe lively; and fo2 all he viewed it continually, 

did ne'er ask whole it was, imagining no ſnch perfection could be 

on earth, and that Bellona had only ſet it there foz a ſhew; Then 
ſuddenly was he wounded to the heart, with the unreſtſted dart of 
all-conquering Love, & not able to withſtand it, was inflamed with 

the flre that laſted all the days of his life, furpzized with ſo great 
deſire to ſe& che ſubſtance of that ſhadow, that ſtraight he would - 
depart thither, leaving all things he had then in hand unfiniſhed. 

In this new accident was he a good while, not knowing how ts 
reſolve himſelf, ſave in fixing his longing eyes on that 'dginey pi⸗ 
cure, having no mo2e colour than in a dead man; which the dam- 
ſels ſ&ing, and thinking his riſing had cauſed this alteration, held 
him by the arms, leaſt he ſhould fall;he recovering and feeling him- 
ſelf touched, thzough ſhamefacedneſs died his face with ſuch a ver⸗ 
milion bluſh, that he redoubled his fairneſs, to whom they ſatd; 
What extraoꝛdinary paſſion did you fel: which made us fearſome 
new peril had befallen pou in that ſtrange chance Whereto he 
replied; A ſudden grief ſurpziſed me on my left ſide, ſo ſtrongly, 
that ft alſo benumb'd my veins, and rekt me of my vital ſenſes.

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Then he tak ing his leave ok them, leaving Floriana abed in his 
Stead, went out ok the Chamber, to delcend the tower, and by the 
way he met the Kings of Armenia and Teſſifanti that came to vi- 
fit the Knight ofthe Golden Image; whom he knowing, ſaid in 
preſence of moſt of the guard: Your Paieſties may not enter, fo2

{ging that knight there, demanded why he was not called. To 
whom the Pzinceſs Perſiana replied,ſhe ſhould ſtraight know why, 
and lo ſoftly that none but they three might hear, ſaid to him, 
By the life of that thing which pou moſt love in this wozld( moſt 
noble night and ſo the immortal Gods may bleſs pou, with the 
everlaſting glory ok a moſt famous victory at this preſence, and 
molt happy ſucceſs to all enterpꝛiles and adventures you ſhall 
undertake, J do intreat pou to declare pour name, for either Jam 
now blind oz J do certainly know vou, having dreamed this night 
that J was delivered by the hands of a Knighy J greatly afleded, 


and ſo would J know it (though J think it impofſible pon ſhould 


be he) which vou may aſſurevly do, knowing how it 'beYoves me 


to keep it ſecret. | ET IT. 
And here ihe Yifozyſaith-that ſhe indeed did dꝛeam that night, 
ſe was delivered by Pon Bellianis: who made this anſwer. Jeans 
not conteive( fair Pyaceſs)wherefore pon ſhould defire my name, 
having nothing leſs therein, but to intreaſe pour ſozrow, pet know 
Jam pour Knight of the Golden Image, and lo pardon mee fozwon 
all know the reſt hereakter.

How will you enter in-fight(ſirKnight } being thus woun⸗ 
ded: It is no matter (ſaid he) to: this only am IJ knighted, 
The Soldan urged it no moze, but withdzawing himſelf com- 
manded the ſignal of the fight to be given by the Trumpets; at 
whole ſound the Jinights with armed fuzy / in ſuch ſozt made 
againſt each other, that they rather ſeemed lo mary luddain flaſhes 
ok lightning, rentivg thzough the Ay2y paſſage of the Heavens; 
the n men and hozſe met in the midſt of the field with ſo mighty 
encounters, as if ſo many pieces of ©2dnance had been dilcharged. 
Alrſileo and Don Brianel encountred the Bing of Cyprus's two 
Pzothers, that all four meaſured their lengths on the earth, ſoze 
wounded. Don Brianel having one for hanging in the ftir:op that 
he could by no means riſe. Don Bellianis and the fearful Felliitone, 
ſo cruelly met, that Don Bellianis ſhield was pierced, together with 
His arm, and the furious lance not reſting there, penetrated both 
armour and coats of male, where his arm was nayled wich a peece 
at the ſpear to his bzeaſt: making there a wide wound, from 
whence iſſued infinite blod. EXD) 
But Don Bellianis incountred the Gyant in the middle of his 
ſteele d ſhield, which allo was pierced, with his bꝛeaſt⸗plate, and the 
ſhoke was ſo ſtrong, that the lance guided by lo bzave an arm, 
and the fury of ſo god a hozſe.that therewith the King of Cyprus 
loſt his tirrops,andmeting body with body, r bzeaft with bzeaſt, 
the devilliſh Giant having nothing to ſtay his feet. felro the ground: 
Don Bellianis had done the like, if he had not gotten hold by his 
hozſe neck. Uho is able to exp2eſs the amazed wonder of the 
beholders, at that bꝛave incounter; having never ſeen the like that 
they raiſed a murmur among themſelves, wich high pꝛailes ho- 
nozing the extream valoꝛ of that Knight, who ſeing that it beho⸗ 
ved him to loſe no time, was alighted off his hozie,when the Bing 
made toward him, moze inraged than a fierce baitev Bull. But 
firſt loking to his companions, perceived the adventurous Bnight 
to hahe one leg fill in his ſtirrop, and in great danger, becauſe his 
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adverſary was going upon him, intending to end his life, which 
eaſilp without diſturbance he might have done, wherefoze ſeeing 
his friends ſure peril, let apart his wonted courteſte, and ran with 
his hozſe againſt the Gyant, that he returned to the ground, and 
himſelf leaping from the ſaddle, went to help Don Brianel, which 
purpoſe was lected by the Kings coming, that thereby he was fain 
to ſtap, to pꝛepare himſelf fo2 the Eyants ſudden blow who raifing- - 
his Battle-axe would have diſcharged it on his head. But the 
Knight of the golden Image, ſeeing he could not help hiniſelf with 
his left arm, by reaſon-of the piece of lance that was in it, ſtepped 
aſide, that the axe ſtrok on the earth, and therein ran above a vard:

that he cut it intwo, as it it had been of paper, ſoꝛely wounding bis 
head, that he was like to fall pet with the ſtrength ok the blow his 
Semitar fell out ok his hand, reſting ſo aſtoniſhed, that he knew 
not whether he were alive, oz dead. 9

remained in his hands, to defend himſelf in ſuch ertream danger, 
and ok ſo puiſlant-enemies as thoſe.

in Field his furious. Squadzong, and perceiving the Sun when he 
role ſhinen againſt their Enemies fates, dazling their eyes with 
his hzighinels, which fell out weil to his sdvantsge: and not 
willing to loſe anp oppoꝛztunity, paſling to the foꝛmoſt Squadzon, 
wich kurisus manner commanded they ſhould det upon them, 
keping themlelves together, leſt their Adverlaries breaking 
through them ſhould dilozder their ranks. And thereupon couch- 
ing their Lances.,::enconntred. their Enemies; that were ſo

but they were ſcarce at the Palace, fide when they heard a great

Palineo with great courage, by light of many 
Tozches, ſtept to the Pozter, and clekt his head at one blow, 
and tok the keys krom him, but ere he did it, many Knights 
aſſaulted him to give him his death. The valiant Pꝛince Cla- 
rineo, knowing what he had to do, ſtept befoze, giving ſo mighty 
and moꝛtal ſtroaks to every one that app2oached, that they fled 
from him as krom the p2eſence of death. By this time Palineo 
by his ſ\ptedy diligence had opened che gate, had not the fearful 
Tramolcano ( hearing the ſudden accident there) wich an infj« 
nite number ok Knights returned wich his heavy Pace, run⸗ 
ning with ſuch fury, that ik Clarineo had not ſtept behind his 
dead hozles and Knights that lay there, he had bern Cain at that 


FBrſt encounter of the hozle, but he wounded the Gpants hoꝛle 
in the head, thuifting his word quite though, that the furious 


beaſt” raiſing himſelf in ſuch manner overthꝛew his Maſter; 
the treacherous Count Gariano would. have done the fame to 
Palineo, but ſtepping aſide, he tumbled him from his hozfe at 
one blow. Certainly they could not have given two better blows 
than theſe, that might moze help them: koꝛ when the Gpants 
Knights that were about 100, ſaw their Paſter down, alighted 
alle, becauſe the narrownels of the place might not be a cauſe 
to hurt them with their hoꝛles. The tearful Gyant being very 
heavy with great pain raiſed himſelf, foaming at mouth, blal⸗ 
pheming all his gods, went againſt Clarineo, who being joyn'd 
with Don Brianel, were both in fierce skirmiſh, giving and re- 
ceiving mighty ſtroaks, whole eccho relounded in the Camp 
without the City: and the Gyant læing him there, ruſht in to hold 
him while his men did kill him; but having no advantage ok 
{frength over him, Clarineo to eſcape his hands, bzavely pluckt 
him to hint, that both fell down, where he was pitifully wounded, 
and had not his trong armo2 defended him he had loſt his life: and 
getting from the Gpant he began a cruel fight, with great dan- 
ger: whom Palinco ling ſo ſoze wounded, wond2ed how he 
breath*d, Don Brianel was in no leſs peril, foy ſo many laid hold 
on him, with haſt to paſs by, that he bled as faſt as any of them:in 
danger were they all 3, loking foz nothing but death, though the 
King and Traitoz Gariano were wounded no leſs than they: foz 
Ckrinco meaning to leave his life reveng d, lo laid an them, * 
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der⸗bolts bzeak thzough the air) appꝛoach'd to the wall, letting 


his lat, beating away all the Knights about him, and quickly 
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all were imbzued in their own blood: and whoſoever had ſen 
them would rather have judged them ſo many raging Tygers, 
02 hungry Lyons, than Knights, hoping of no ſuccour of them 
without; fo2 though they tryed to enter, could not appzoach the 
Gates, defended by the Gyants Garriſon. While this thus palled ; 
at ſuch time as the giver of light illuminated the dark night, 
there came down a Valley not far from the City: a mighty pik⸗ 
lar of fire, and after it followed a Knight, with 2 of the uglieſt G y ͤ⸗ 
ants that ever were len, who with ſuch furious ſpeed (as thun 
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a ladder againſt it. The Knight that came. with them, whoſe 
armour was garniſh'd with Baſilisks, alighted from his hoz le, 
and without let of any below, he mounted thereon to the top k 
the wall, beſtowing ſuch deadly ſtrokes that ere they were 
aware of him, he tumbled above fifty over dead, Don Lucidamore 
law ſuch a gallant pzoweſs in one Knight, leaving his armonr to 
Damartino's charge, quickly climb'd the ladderz he was ſcavee: 
on the top, when the Gyants taking it, return*d that way; and in 
the manner they did come, leaving the beholders amazed with: 
wonder. The Knight of the Baſilisks inſtructed what he ſhould 
do, deſcenved certain ffeps of fone that were in the wall, beat- 
ing down on each ſive many Knights befoze him, clearing the 
way foꝛ Don Lucidamore that follow?d, making no leſs flaugh- 
ter than he on the rebellious people: at length he arrived at the. 
Gate where Don Brianel was weary and tired who ling the 
Knight of the Baſilisks, thinking him to beone of his enemies, 
ſtrok him a mighty blow, but he knowing him defended it 
with his ſhield, and ruſht in where he was; there he eſpied Cla- 
rineo, that had befoze him above 30 Knights flain, and: then with 
one ffroak laid the Count Gariano- dead on the earth, but was 
in extream danger, becauſe he lookt to the truſty Palineo, who 
by loſing much blod was in a trance, that he was fain to bear him 
cloſe to the wall, where he kept him befoze him(elf, making 
ſtupendious dds, And there arriving the Knight of the Baſilisks, 
in the Grecian tongue he lain, Courage, abe Knight," foz von 
are already ſuccour d. At the end ok theſe woꝛds, with one huge 
firoak he cut off the Gpants leg, that he fell down, and b2eath'd: 
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kerd that Gate, tepping both tothe portal thereof, where Luci⸗ 
damore and Don Brianel were. And the Trops without, ſing 
they conld not enter in, overthzew all that ſide, making a greac 
bzeach in the wall, wherein ten Knights might eaſily paſs toge- 
-ther, preſſtng in with luch fury that they were ertreamly ops 
pet. Defend you thisentry, faid Clarineo , to the Knight 
of the Biſflieks , while J open ponder Gate; and he did 
. fo bravely, that in deſpight of them that firſt arrived, he over- 
thꝛew above 500 dead and wotnded, making the reſt give place 


| 2% to his puiſſant trokes. Clarineo went to Palineo fo; the keys 


dut he would not part with them but open'd the Gate: when they 
ſaw it, with great clamours they appꝛoach' d to enter the City. 
The Knight of the Baſilisks and his companion ſeeing it, with⸗ 
dzew themſelves to give thac fury place, wich their arrival che 
battel was renewed in ſuch manner that the place was heaped 
with dead men, becauſe Wing Tramolcano's multitudes were 
. tnfinite and expert, knowing that if they loſt the City, they ſhould 
all pay the tribute of death to their enemies ſwo2ds, fought like 
mad men. The P2inces having recover Þ their Bnights toge- 
ther with the Pzince of the Waſtlisks, and Clarineo having al- 
fured Palineo, whom he found wich life, uniting themſelves, 
pꝛeſt in the thickeſt of the battel with ſuch courage as they aug⸗ 
mented in themſelves , which deſire to ſe& their affairs termi- 
nate in a god end. The ffreams ofblood began to run about 
faſt, like rivers defcending from ſo many mountains. Damarti⸗ 
no conſidering that the City would hardly be won by that means, 
by reaſon of many people within to defend it, commanded all his 
men to name aloud the Pzinceſs Aurora, ſo they did, ſaying, Anti- 
ech,Anrioch,foz Pzinceſs Aurora. At this cry and Name, the people 
of the Countrey hearing and thinking their Lady & P2inceſs was 
there whom they lo greatly deſired abandon'd theſe belonging 
as well to the Traitoz Count as the Gyant, and wichdzew them- 
feives, which they had not done in the beginning, becauſe they 
dam d them enemies to the City c Land, themſelves crying with⸗ 
in as others did wichout,crampling under their hozles and maſſa- 
ab without pity thele traitozs in ſuch ſozt, to revenge them⸗ 
es fox the outrages done by them, that ers non they left not 
one alive to bear news of their. delolatiem having flain that

mozning above 80000, wanting above 6000 Chriſtians, And 4 
this happned by Damartino's policy, which if it had not bien, 
though their adverſaries had alſo in the end all dyed by the 
ſwozd, their loſles had been infinite. This done, Don Lucida⸗ 
more cauſed to be pzoclaimed, that on pain of death none ſhould 
ſtir any thing in the Ciry, but quietly lodge therein, without 
oppreſſing oz moleſting any way the meaneſt Citizen of the 
ſame. And having taken all che Foztreſſes, Caſtles & olds of the 
City to their power, calling Don Clarineo andDon Brianel with 
him, went together to the Knight of the Baſilieks, who being 
mounted would depart. But Don Clarineo remembzing the 
danger he had fred him from, with great love imbꝛaced him 
ſaping, O molt glorious and renowned Lnight the excellenteſt. 
that ever dzew a lwozd, J hope you will not ſo greatly w2ong 
us, ſo to depart unknown, Having liberated all of us from ſo 
great danger foz which not only our lives. but the whole glory 
of this laſting victo2p of this battel is to little recompence foz- 
fuch aid; thinking our ſelves ſufficiently honoured, by ſolcly 
knowing what you are. This he ſpake in the Grecian language, 
foz when he ſuccour'd him firlk, he encouraged him in the ſame 
tongue. J know not excellent Pꝛince ( anſwer? the Knight of 
che Baſilisks (how J may cancel the bonds pou tye me in by the 
incomparable merits of your wozds, pet notwithſtanding une - 
lace my helm. Don Lucidamore moze amazed than at firſt, to 
know his Þzother, did pzeſently unlace his, whereby the er- 
cellencp of his complexion is ſen ; whom Don Clarineo  know- 
ing, reſted fo confuſed with content, that the tears ran down his 
cheks, and with aloud voice laid, O mighty Lozd, that koz us 
all did ſuffer, what great wonder do I ee: having befoze theſe 
mine eyes my dear Lozd and 1Bzother, the Pꝛince Don Bellianis. 
Whereupon he ſtraight leapt from his hozſe to kiſs his hand. 
The like did all che reſt. Don Bell anis ſ&ing them do ſo, dil⸗ 
mounted his hozle to imbzace all thoſe Knights, with ſuch content 
as may be imagined. Pere wants nothing now (laid Lucida. 
more) to end our demand, but the pzeſence ok our Lozd the 
Emperoz. That ſhall not ned, repiyed Don Bellianis, foz A bave- p 
left him well within the City of Bollera, and hart y Perſepps 
lis, whereto we mult go with all ſpayv. How avrived-he there, 
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edemanded Don Clarineo ) having loſt himſelf far from thence 2 
That J know not (ſaiv Don Bellianis ) but J left him where 
AI cell you, and there I believe we ſhall find him. Pere they 
were ſeparated by the multitudes of Knights that came to do 
their duties to Don Bellianis, not able to expꝛels their joy with 
his ſight. And he commanded them all to keep his and all their 
names ſecret, what they were he would have none of the City 
know. Paving done with their greetings, they went to King 
Tramolcano's Palace and lodg'd there, their men being quar- 
ter'd in the City, they tok the dead bodies away, offering no 
Wong oz injurp to any Citizen. Thep carried the noble Pali- 
neo to the Palace, who had recovered his ſenſes, all the Knights 
viſiting, and much honouring him: at whole p2eſence he greatly 
rejoyced, as alſo to ſe thoſe buſineſſes ended. Don Clarineo 
and Don Briancl were laid in two rich Beds, hard by Palinco's, 
Where their many wounds were d2eſled by skilful Chirurgi⸗ 
ons, Don Bellianis taking in his company Damartino, whom 
he greatly eſteemed fo2 the Pꝛincels Aurora's repozt of him, 
and went about the City, and aſſembling together all the 
States thereof, and the chiekeſt Citizens of the ſame, Don Belli- 
anis made them a ſhozt diſcourſe; thanking them fox their loy- 
.alcy they always obſerv'd, pzomiſing they ſhould all have their 
lofles requited with full and ample ſatisfaction, and ſhewed them 
the Letter written to Damartino. They greatly conſolated by his 
Tpech, pzomiled to p2ocure reſtitution of the whole Ktugdom, up⸗ 
on which concluſion Don Bellianis return'd to the Palace leaving 
Damartino, giving oꝛder to recover the reſt of the Province without 
ſpilling of moze blod. To which effect he ſent meſſengers to all 
Cities and places of impo2tance in that Kingdom,

when J do forget this duty, that then J may be made an example

And thereupon p2oſkrating himſelf upon his knees, deſired 
to kiſs his hand, but Don Bellianis refuſing it, imbzaced him 
with great affection, the like did all the other Knights calling 
him thereafter Count Gariano, having delerved it by the virtue

So that giving o2der to the Pꝛinte of Num 
dia, to March the Armp {ſoftip,. befoze he went 1 18 
Tent : and there unarming himſelf, returned pꝛivatelp 
to the Court, where met ing one of the Pꝛinceſſes Dam- 
ſels, whom he had bound to him with manp Nich P2e- 
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take? What deaths and dangers-you muſt encounter with a- 
mongſt the pointed Squadrons. of grim. War, and all for the 
ſake ofyorthleſs me. And here again ſhe fell to weping 
tende ly, which wounded our Couragious Pꝛince, moe 
than At the Swozds in Bloodp Battel, fo? this pierced 
his very heart: ſo; that had he not paſſed his-Bonour, 
tis thought Love would have pꝛevailed with him to 
ſtap; But having fetched a Manlp ſigh, he comfoꝛted 
her inthe beſt wiſe, pꝛomiſing to put a ſpedy end to the 
r, and return full Plumed with Victozy: thereby to 
Fm the good opinion of the Souldan, to conſent to their 
 Puptials.
